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DETAILED ACTION

3. Claim 1 has been amended on 7/17/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuda et al., U.S. Patent No. 7,394,913, filed on 8/31/2004, (hereby Matsuda). 

6. As to claim 1 , Matsuda teaches a loudspeaker (Fig. 2, element 1 0) comprising a 
frame (1 ), a magnetic circuit (5, 6, 7) held by the frame, a voice coil body (3) disposed 
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so as it can move freely in a magnetic gap (g) of the magnetic circuit, a diaphragm (8), 
and a suspension holder (2) whose outer circumferential end is connected to the frame 
via a second edge; and a supporting section (1 1) attached to the voice coil body (3), 
wherein: a diameter of an inner circumference of the suspension holder (2) is greater 
than an outer diameter of the voice coil body (3) while a diameter of an inner 
circumference of the diaphragm (8) is greater than the diameter of the inner 
circumference of the suspension holder (2), the suspension holder (2) has an inner 
circumferential portion which is disposed on a top surface of the supporting section (11) 
and is coupled via an adhesive (A) to the voice coil body, and the diaphragm (8) is 
supported by the suspension holder (2). The edge of the suspension holder (2) is clearly 
shown attached to the frame, however, it is noted that Matsuda is silent as to how the 
outer circumferential end is connected to the frame, since the speaker of Matsuda is 
concerned with the connection of the suspension holder to the voice coil body. 
Examiner takes official notice that it is well known in the art to connect a diaphragm of a 
speaker via an edge to a frame. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention to connect the outer 
circumferential end of the diaphragm to the frame via a first edge.
